Nevada’s nonrestricted gaming licensees reported a total “gaming win” of $1,141,175,908 for the 
month of January 2006.  This amounts to a 24.43% increase compared to January 2005, when 
licensees reported a gaming win of $917,126,672.   For the fiscal year (July 1, 2005 through January 
31, 2006), gaming win has increased 14.00%.
